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YES.  DEER  I 

In  cooperation  with  the  Utah  State  Fish  and  Game  Department,  the 
Grazing  Service  established  some  25  deer-checking  stations  in  Utah 
during  the  deer  season,  from  October  19  to  29.  Host  of  the  stations 
were  located  on  ports  . of  entry  to  hunting  grounds  in  the  Bonneville 
and  Pahvant  Districts.  Fifty  enrollees  from  camp  G-26  and  G-155  were 
stationed  at  the  checking  stations — two  at  each  station.  The  enrollees 
checked  the  hunters  in.  and  out-  of  the  hunting  grounds  and  the  business¬ 
like  and  courteous  manner  in  which  they  did  their  work  received  favor¬ 
able  comment  from  the  sportsmen  and  the  Fish  and  Game  Department 
officials.  Some  8,272  hunters  were  checked  in  at  these  stations  and 
4,113  bucks  and  3,554  does  were  checked  out  which  seems  to  indicate 
that  something  like  600  hunters  were  disappointed. 

Checking  stations  have  been  established  in  many  other  regions 
and  reports  filtering  into  the  Washington  office  are  to  the  effect  that 
all  functioned  equally  well  and  met  with  complete  approval  of  sportsmen 
and  wildlife  officials^

NEW  MEXICO  STATE  COLLEGE  FI FTP  DAY

They 
saw  (l)  results  of  experiments  of  different  degrees  of  stocking  on 
similar  pastures,  (2)  the  effect  of  rodent  damage,  (3)  results  of  soil 
conservation  structures,  (4)  results  of  artificial  reseeding,  (5)  effect 
of  feeding  mineralized  salt  to  stock,  and  (6)  judging  of  range  bulls.
